vernour and Commander of the World, to proſper their 
undertakings, according to the ſeveral Rites and 
Ceremonies, which they usd in the Adoration and | 
Invocation of thoſe whom they lookt upon as their 
Tutelar Gods, and the Superviſors and Directors of 
all humane affairs: Judging that no deſign how 
well ſoever, laid, and contrivd, how expedient ſo- 
ever for the common good it might ſeem, could 
have a proſperous and ſuccesful Iſſue ; unleſs the 
bleſſing of Heaven went along with it; which they 
bought they could not reaſonably hope for, unleſs 
they did in the beſt, and moſt folemn manner they
